"The nature of this battle was such that 


cavalry could not be used in front; I there- 
fore formed ours into line, in rear, to stop 
stragglers, of whom there ware many.

Urcat Strike at Lowell, Mass. 


-Lm\Ei.r, Mass., Feb. 7.-—Nearly five 


hundred employes of the Lowell Manufact- 
uring (.'omp:t*'.y. chiefly weavers aud boys, 
.struck against a decrease of ten per cant, in 
tlu'.r wages and were ou Thursday ejected 
from the jaiil. The strikers say that their 
wages were lower than thus,' paid at other 
ciirpet maniiiaetones, and tltai tuey can no!
